CANDIDATES NOW

Long Drawn-Out Political Bat¬
tle in Henrico County Ends

To-Morrow.

EVERYBODY WORKING HARD

lllcclilcr Issues Card, Appealing
to .Voters.List of the

l Judges.
"Wlth tho settlng of tn-morrow's

t-un, the long drawn-out polltical bat¬
tle in Henrlto county will bo at nn

«-nd. Though every candldate e

j-iiesses tho certalnty of his electlon,
many wlll spend nn anxlous night
anel will sit up late to-morrow for
tho latest returns.
The ballots for the prlmary were

Issiued yestr-rday by Mr. Garland B.
Taylor, secretary of the county com¬

mittee, and it is now re-garded as too
late for anybody to wlthtlraw from
the fight, unless one of the> candidates
for the irensi'.rership should nt tho
last mlnute agre-e to drop out nf the
race ln favor of another asplrant for
that offle-e. This is htirdly probable,
however, as the vote fnr that murh-
deslred ofllce Is so dlvided tliat each
candldate has figureri out that ho has
eonsldernble chaiice to wln.
The best estininte that has been

made of the votlng strength of the
county places the totol at not much
over l.;on. Each of tlio four candi¬
dates for the treasurershlp claiins to
have over 250 ballots qbsolutely
pledged, and Is clalmlng n conslder-
ulile part of the "tloater" vote.
Some among the polltical workers in

the county are unklnd cuojjgh to say
that rertaln of the voters are preimls-
Ing eni-h candldate ns ho comes alono:
to support hlm ln the elertlon, ond that.
many have allowed their nanies to go
elown on the lists of nll four.

ln view of this, and of tlie several
liunelred unpleelged "floating" voto ln
the county, the flght ls anybody's, and
wlll be so until the polls are closed.

Jlre-lilcr Innuch Card.
Mr. H. C, Hechler, the former treas¬

urer. who was removed for malfeacance
in ofhee, lssued yesterday a statement
which waajpiibllshecl in one of tho af¬
ternoon, pafopfs,' Khd in which he makes
it flat rle-nlul of some of tlie charges
on which he was convlcted after a

hearlng before the Clrcuit Court when
he wns present and was represented by
counsel.

Mr. Hechler also makes an appeal to
the voters to remember his long servlce
on the Board of Supervlsors of the
county, of which he was chalrman for
a number of years. lt u-as during Mr.
Hechler's chalrmanship that the old
Henrlco jall was bullt. the structure
that after a few years was ordered by
the Clrcuit Court to bq torn down.

Hot flgbjts are going on for the po-
Fltlon of supervisor ln several ells-
tricts, anel the local contests wlll be
e.f addltlonal valne ln hrtnglng to
the polls tho full voting strength of
the county.

Candidates have been busy durlng
tlie last. day or two securlng transfers
and st-eing to the reglstratlon of all
young men who are entltled to vote.
One reglstrnr entered six young men
yesterday. A number of ]irr:clncts have
changed their poll Ing places, and vot¬
ers should make accurate inqulry from
fcome e-andidate or at 1he courthouBe
rts to the location of the bnllot bnx,
Complicatlohs are anticipatod wlth
ihose voters who were trinsferred tc
the clty preclncts by the clty com¬
mlsslon some time ago as a result
of annexatlon. All of these votert
have not been notlfled ot the change
and may offer to vote, although now

SCHOOLS READY

Many lmprovements Made, and
Educatioiial Otitlook for Year

is Excellent.

PROF. HARRIS NOT TO LEAVE

Dccides to Rcmain at Woman's
College After All.Catholic

Schools Open.

Eelucntlonal Instltutlons ln RIchmond
nppenr to have an exceptlonally brlght
otitlook this fall. All the schools and
colleges located in the clty are looklng
for Increased attonclnnce, and all have
made lmprovements and renovntlons.
The publlc. schools of tlie clty, both

whlte nnd colored, and the Hlgh School
open on Monday mornlng. September
Hith, nt (1 o'clock. The prlnclpals of
tho varlous schools wlll hold a con-
ferenco on Frlday afternoon, Septem¬
ber 13th. and the teachers of all graeles
wlll meet In the asscmbly room of
Central School on the mornlng of Snt-
urdoy. the 14th, to rccelve their fln'ttl
Instructloiis and make their plans for
tho beginning of tho sesslon.

New Hlgh Sclinol.
The varlous clty school buildings

have boen put In order. Nlcholson nnd
Navy Hlll Schools havo received tho
largest share of the Improvement ap-
proprlntlon, having been painted ond
thoroughly renovated Inslde nnd out.
Other buildings have nlso been over-
houleel.
Good progress is belng niade on tho

plans for the new High School Build¬
ing, and it is thought that they wll'.
he ready to submlt to the Councll
before long. The buildings along Mar¬
shall Street in the block purchased
for the High School aro belng torn
down, except the John Marshall house
ond the building ndjolnlng. whlch was

formerly used by tho Jefferson Club.
Thoso two aro used as overfiow de¬
partment of thn Hlgh School, anel wlll
bn found to' be of tho greatest ser¬
vlce this sesslon.
Tho school authorltles expe.ct a rec-

ord-breaklng attendance. but wlll un-

elertake to look after all who come,
even lf tho board has to rent sup-
plemontary buildings ln tho ncighbor¬
hood of somo of the schools.
The repair account has been es¬

peclally large among the anncxed
schools, many of those building being
old nnel out of date. Tho repalrs have
been of a temporary nature, as the
clty will uso tho buildings only until
new and up-to-dato structures can be
erected in their stead,

ln tho College*.
Tn other llnes tho educationnl out-

look is equally brlght. The Medleal
College of Virginia wlll open its doors
on Soptember 17th. The mntrlculatlon
up to the present time ls reported to
be much larger than at this dato last
vear. The changes announced in the
faoultv at tho oonclusion of last ses¬
sion aro belleved to have strengthened
the teacltlng forco of the college cnn-

slderably, and the prospects. are good
for an exceptlonally successful session.
The Unlverslty College of Mediclne

opens its medical department on Sep¬
tember 18th. The schools of pharmnry
und dentlstry will open onn week
later. Durlng tho past sumrner the
buildings have been repalred and ren¬
ovated. It ls reported that there wlll
be ono or more adelitlons to the teach-
ing staff, although tho names have
not been glven oul
At the Woman's College tlie mntrlc¬

ulatlon up to this date shows the wlde
nrea over whlch the Influene-e of this
Instltutlon extends. Girls are comlng
from Texas, Mlsslsslppl, Louistana,
Florlda, and, ln fact. all over the South.
Tlio college opens on September 26th:
A large number of lmprovements hnve
been mado ln the equipment and facili¬
ties.

It was nnnounced some time ago
thnt Professor W. A. Harris, of ihe
college, hael declelocl to accept n. posl¬
tion tendered him bv Barnard College.
Professor Harris ynld last. night that
he had ftnally cohcliided to remaln in
Richmond, and would be on tlie teach-
ing force of the Woman's Collego
agaln this year.
RIchmond College, whlch opens on

September 19th, hns, perhaps. mado a
moro extenslve series nf lmprovements
this sumrner than any other Instltutlon
in the clty. The maln building has
been pnlntcd tnslele nnd out. and work¬
men have thoroughly overhauled the
wholo college. The dormltorles hnve
been made more attractlve and com-
fortable, and the college looks for the
largest attendance In its hlstory.
Dr. V. XV. Boatwrlght. the presldent,

has boen giving n large part of his time
this sumrner to the campaign for in-
creaslng the endowment funel of the
college. This campaign ls reported to
be progresslng satisfactorlly, the
country distrlcts having rallled to thr
support of tho college, anel given, In
many cases, much more than was asked
Of them. A number of workers are
now in 1he fie.ld. nnd tho canvass wlll
be a thorough one.

Private School*.
The prlvato schools will also have

a busy sesslon. MCGuire's and Nolley's
have already entered a conslderable
number of their puplls for tho sesslon.
McUulre's now receives a large part
of Its patronage from the sons of men
who were themselves puplls of tlie
school, and the prospects are reported
to be excellent.
Tho Mechanlcs' Institute and Unlon

Theological Seminary, Instltutlons of
speclul instructlon. are both preparing
for a largo attendunce anel for a busy
sesslon.
The buslness colleges cotitlnue tholr

sesslons throughnut the year, bul at
this season tholr attendance ls mate-
rlally Increased.

Altogetber the prlucatlonal outlook
fnr Richmond hns never bPen bettet
nor have the city's aggregatlon of
schools nnd rolleges ever done more
Important work than Is being accom¬
pllshed at present.

WORK FOR IMPROVEMENT

Important Conference Ileld Ilerc
to Prepare for Great Rally

This Fall.

Educators in Virginia aro preparlng
for a great State rally this fall, and
will lnvado the I.oglslnture next win¬
ter for larger approprlatlons for all
manner of publlc Instructlon.
A Jolnt conference was held here yes¬

terday and a plan wus outllned for
pushlng forward tlils work wlth vlgor
and success. Represented wore tho Do-
partment of Publlc Instructlon, tho
State Superlntendcnts' Assoclatlon, tho
State Teachers' Assoclatlon, nnel the
Co-Operatlvo Educatlonal Associatlon.
The meeting was held at thf Capltol
and was preslded over hy Professor
F. B. Fltzpatrlck, of Pulaskl, presldent
of tho State Teachers" Assoclatlon.
Thought tho attendance was not large

the two sesslons of tho conference
wero enthuslastic aml the plan outllned
calls for work whlch, If carried out.
wlll mean a great deal In the llno of

fttrtherlng publlc educatlon in tho
Htate.

Have Great Ilnlly.
A commlttee waa appointed to ar-

range for a great educatlonal confer¬
ence; to be held some time during tho
fall, but tho time and place of tho pro¬
posed meeting wore not selecteel.
A resolution was adoptcd Tecom-

mending an approprlatlon by the Leg¬
isiature of at least $200,000 annually
for high schools. $25,000 for sumrner
normals. the ostablishment of at least
ono more normnl achb.br in the Stnte
nnd an annual approprlatlon of $000,-
000 for prlmary and grammar schools.
Tbe lntter ls an increase nf $200,000
over the present approprlatlon.

It was decided to hold etlucational
rallies in all the eouniles in conjune-
tlon wlth tho Cn-operatlve Teachers'
Associatlons of each prior to tlie gen¬
eral conference, anel Superintendent
Eggleston wns reriuested to wrlte all
the division superintendonts. calllng
attention to the proposed State rally.
Tho general conference will bo .slniilar
to the ono held here last year.
The only other resolution of interest

was that oolling for tho adoption of a
minlmum salary for teachers.
